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HINTS AND NOTIONS, 

The Philosophy of Ornamentation. 
Ornamentation consists in imitations of natural 
objects idealized ; in the significant parts of 
natural objects selected and combined, the 
selections must be suitable to the materials, 
implements and processes to be used, and to 
the objects to be ornamented. Minute details, 
unless introduced discriminatingly, may prove 
more curious than useful, and those tending to 
divert attention from the important character- 
istics of the work should be omitted. Unity 
and harmonious balance of all parts of a de- 
sign, namely of expression, form and color, 
are indispensable to beauty and grace. Variety 
under proper limits in the subordinate parts 
serves to enliven the effect and avoid monot- 
ony. Harmonious disposition of parts includes 
tangential, flowing, radiating and geometrical 
lines ; harmonious distribution of form ; con- 
trast; distribution and balance of light and 
shade. Sometimes in nature variety char- 
acterizes the principal parts, but it will be ob- 
served that a certain balance is still maintained 
in the whole. The more variety the decorator 
introduces the greater his skill when he main- 
tains the balance of the whole. 

Rustic Vase. A circular collection of 
hazel sticks cut to equal length, with sloping 
projection at foot of smaller pieces closely set, 
those in the upper portion being separated 
from each other by small gilded^ balls. The 
wood retains its native bark. 

A New Green. A new and beautiful 
green is made as follows: Blue mixed with 
Dutch pink, yellow lake and a small quantity 
of chrome yellow.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Copper in Decoration. How much more 
valuable would copper be as a means of deco- 
ration, but for its liability to tarnish, this ne- 
cessitating the constant use of detergents. 
Might not our art metal manufacturers take a 
leaf from the Japanese ? We are enabled to 
6tate the treatment by which Japanese manu- 
facturers preserve the brilliancy of copper sur- 
faces for scores of years, and this although the 
articles are constantly exposed to the air. The 
process is by having the casting done under 
water, the water being heated to a point that 
causes it to give out super-heated steam and 
the metal being flowed in at a high tempera- 
ture. The copper acquires a coating of cuprous 
oxide, the steam through decomposition evolv- 
ing hydrogen, by the action of which the oxide 
is formed. Owing to the spheroidal action of 
water coming into play at the temperature 
given it, the melted metal flows tranquilly into 
the mould beneath it. The film of cuprous oxide 
acts like varnish on an oil painting, and the 
beauty and brightness of the surface is re- 
tained. 

Carved Leather Ornaments. The carving 
of leather medallions and various fanciful ob- 
jects in low flat relief is a revived art, which 
was practised several centuries back. The 
work appears on caskets, diptichs and the 
panels of furniture, and has a more artistic 
effect than can be attained by embossing the 
material with steel dies. The tableaux are 
.heightened in effect by having certain portions 
touched off with gold and colors and others 
polished. This carving of leather offers itself 
as a pleasant pastime for ladies. The leather, 
for the purpose of working, has simply to be 
attached with glue to a heavy wooden block or 
table. 

Rockwork for Aquariums. A good way 
of treating rockwork is to apply to the surface 
two coats of boiled oil and ground black, fol- 
lowed by a coat of oak varnish. Projecting 
points may then be touched up with gold 
bronze mixed with varni6h or gold size ; or the 
colors may be chiefly in brown, with splashes 
of metallic hues, and here and there black and 
gold varnished surfaces.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Garden Decoration. The garden evi- 
dently is not overlooked in the way of artistic 
design in ceramic art, and in iron or bronze. 
We witness in some of these fine classical 
treatment, in others choice conceits beautifully 
rendered. A round vase shows two fully mod- 
eled projecting boars' heads, and the frieze in 
bold relief, a wild boar playing with its cubs. 
The edge and base of vase are trimmed with 
conventionalized leaves. The centre of the 
pedestal is garnished with masques. The sup- 
porting column of one iron vase is a cluster of 
bullrushes, around which stand three molded 
cranes. Then there are metallic statues repre- 
senting Dryads, Naiads, Pan and other sub- 
jects of mythology. Iron casting in bronze has 
now attained a precision almost equal to that 
of the sculptor in marble. 

Painting: on Leather. The grain of lea- 
ther is an important adjunct to the beauty of 
designs that may be painted on it. Gold leaf 
on plain or embossed leather constitutes an ex- 
cellent ground, the irregular particles of sur- 
face affording a play of light and shade. Sable 
brushes are the best for laying on colors. 
Badger brushes are to be used in putting in 
the shades and softening them. Only one 
coating is necessary. 

A Suggestion in Carved Leaf Work. 
When the subject is a trailing plant, a pretty 
device, as indicating a struggle in its upward 
climb, is in causing it to pass over convex ir- 
regularities in the ground; the upper leaves, 
boldly undercut, indicate an attained freedom 
from restraint.
